’ states viz. Uttar Pradesh, Himachal Pradesh, Uttrakhand and Haryana, it falls in Shiwalik 
foot hills, it shares boundaries with two protected areas of two different states namely the 
Simbalbarha Wildlife sanctuary of Himachal Pradesh towards the North and Rajaji 
National Park of Uttrakhand towards the East and Kalesar Wildlife Sanctuary is just 
towards the East-West of Kalesar National Park and as such there does not exist any 
physical barrier between the two and the entire area is very rich in plant arid animal 
species and have historical, economic and medicinal significance and the kalesar 
National Park is rich in reptilian fauna which includes large monitor lizard, Indian rock 
python. King cobra, common krait. Red snake, Russel viper. Pit viper etc.; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to conserve and protect the area upto five kilometers from 
the boundary of the protected area of Kalesar National Park as Eco-sensitive Zone from 
ecological and environmental point of view; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government proposes to notify the area up to five 
kilometers from the boundary of the protected area of Kalesar National Park enclosed 
within the boundary described below in the State of Haryana as ‘Eco Sensitive Zone 
(hereinafter called as the Eco Sensitive Zone) in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) read with clause (v) and clause (xiv) of sub - section (2) of section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) and for that purpose hereby publish t^ 
notification as required under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 
1986, for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft notification shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of a penod of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing 
this notification are made available to the Public;

A Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from rhe date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India. 

Ihe Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
.rate Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs ot local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention. 

Hie Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing village settlements times and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, except that strictly limited 
conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together with natural growth of the existing local populations 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the State level Monitoring 

Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation. 

I he Zonal Master Plan shall indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic.

Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals are 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to m paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction L Forest, Green and Agricultural area.

(3) All activities in the Kalesar National Park are being governed by the provisions of the 
Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972). 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone - 

(i) A Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 

0 Government in the Ministry of Environment and .Forests, Government of India. 

(ii) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
State Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention. 

(iii) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing village settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas, 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, except that stnctly limited 
conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together with natural growth of -the existing local populations, 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(iv) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the State Ixvel Monitoring 
Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation. 

(v) The Zonal Master Plan shall indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic. 

(vi) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and 
approval thereof by the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals are 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction in Forest, Green and Agricultural area. 
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(vii) The State Government shall prescribe additional measures, if necessaty, in 
furtherance of the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this 
notification. 

3. Regulated or restrictive activities in the Eco-sensitive Zotte- 

(a) Industrial Units:- 

(I) No new wood based industry shall be set up within two kilometers from the 
boundary of the Kalesar Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(II) No new polluting industry shall be set up within three kilometers from the 
boundary of the Kalesar Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(HI) • No new highly polluting industry shall be set up within five kilometers from the 
boundary of the Kalesar Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(b) Construction Activities:- 

(I) From the boundary of Kalesar Wildlife Sanctuary upto a distance of one hundred - 
meters, no construction of any kind shall be allowed except tube well chamber 
of dimension not more than one thousand cubic inches. 

(II) In the area falling between one hundred meters to three hundred meters from 
the boundary of Kalesar Wildlife Sanctuary, construction of any building more 
than two storeys (twenty five feet) shall not be allowed. 

(c) Quarrying and Mining:- 

(I) Mining up to one kilometer shall not be allowed from the boundary of the 
protected area of Kalesar Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(II) Crushing activity upto two kilometers shall not be allowed from the boundary of 
the protected area of Kalesar Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(d) Trees:- Felling ot trees on forest and revenue land shall be subject to the approved 
management plan by the Government or an authority nominated for that purpose. 

(e) Water: - 

(i) Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide agricultural and 
domestic consumption and sale of ground water shall be permitted except with the prior 
approval of the State Ground Water Board. 

(u) All steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
agriculture. 

(f) Noise pollution:- The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, 
Haryana shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise 
in the Fxo-sensitive Zone. 

(g) Discharge of effluents:- No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 
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(h) Solid Waste*:- (i) The solid waste disposal shall be earned out as per the provisions of 
Ac Municipal Solid Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 and the local authprities 
shall draw up plans for the segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and non- 
biodegradable components. 

(ii) The biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture and die inorganic material may be disposed of in an environmentally acceptable 
manner at a site identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone and burning or incineration of 
solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

4. Monitoring Committee - 

(1) Under die provisions of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 
Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a committee to be called 
the Monitoring Committee to monitor the compliance with the provisions of this 
notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee shall consist of not more than ten members and the 
Chairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be an eminent person with proven managerial 
or administrative experience and understanding of local issues and the other members shall 
be:- 

I. Deputy Conservator of Forests (Territorial), Yamunanagar as Member Secretary; 
II, a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of 

India; 

III. one representative of Non-Governmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment (including heritage conservation) to be nominated by the 
Government of India; 

IV. Regional Officer, Haryana State Pollution Control Board, Yamunanagar; 

V. senior Town Planner of the area; 


(3) The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the 

compliance of the provisions of this notification only, . 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such activities 
shall be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority (SEIAA), 
which shall be the Competent Authority for grant of such clearances as per the provisions of 
the Environmental Impact Assessment Notification, dated the 14 th September 2007. 

(5 The Monitoring Committee may also invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 31 st March 
of every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests and the Central Government in 
the Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give its directions to the Monitoring 
Committee from time to time for effective discharge of the functions of the Monitoring 


Committee.

S.O. 1394(E). —WHEREAS, the Khol Hi Raitan Wildlife Sanctuary is located in Shiwalik hill 
system which is very near to Bir Shikargah Wildlife Sanctuary and thf aerial distance between 
the two is about three kilometres. Khol Hai Raitan has steep sloping hills and the soil of this 
Sanctuary is also sandy loam and has red color because of more iron content; 

AND WHEREAS, Khol Hi Raitan Wildlife Sancturary is important and known for its fauna, 
leopard is on the top of hierarchy, other animals are Cheetal or Spotted Deer, Sambar, Wild 
Boar, Rhesus Monkey, Lacgoor, Hyaena, Jungle Cat, Common. Mangoose, Indian Fox, 
Jackal, Porcupine, etc.; 

AND WHEREAS, it is necessary to conserve and protect the area upto five kilometers from 
the boundary of the protected area of Khol Hi Raitan Wildlife Sanctuary as Eco-sensitive 
Zone from ecological and environmental point of view; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government proposes to notify the area up to five 
kilometers from the boundary of the protected area of Khol Hi Raitan Wildlife Sanctuary 
enclosed within the boundary described below in the State of Haryana as ‘Eco Sensitive 
Zone’ (hereinafter called as the Eco Sensitive Zone) in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) read with clause (v) and clause (xiv) of sub - section (2) of section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) and for that purpose hereby publish this 
notification as required under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 
1986, for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft notification shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing 
this notification are made available to the Public; 

Any person interested in making any objections or suggestions on the proposals contained in 
the draft notification may do so in writing for consideration of the Central Government 
within the period so specified through post to the Secretary, Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, Paryavaran Bhawan, CGO Complex, Lodi Road, New Delhi-110003, or 
electronically at e-mail address: envisect@nic.in. 

1 . Boundaries of Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(i) The said Eco-sensitive Zone is the area upto five kilometers from the boundary of the 
protected area of Khol Hi Raitan Wildlife Sanctuary situated in the Panchkula District of 
Haryana between 30° 40 00'* to 29° 32* 00" North latitude and-between 76° 53' 00" to 77° 01' 
00" East longitude. 

(ii) The map of the Eco-sensitive Zone is at Annexure-A and the list of the villages falling 
within five kilometers distance of the boundary of Khol Hi Raitan Wildlife Sanctuary in the 
Eco-sensitive Zone is as follows: 
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Mankraula, Jhanjraula, Mohammadpur, Patli, Dhanawas, Wazirpr, Dhani, Ramnagar. 

Sikhawala, Ghan Harasru, Tughlakpur, Daya Bihar, Kaliawas, Iqbalpur, Saidpur, Khairrtawas, 

Hamarpur, Chandu, Omnagar, Bidhera, Sultanpur, Harsinghwali, Dhani Mirchiwali Dharu, 

Sadhrana Barmripur. 

(in) All activities in the Khoi Hi Raitan Wildlife Sanctuary' are being governed by the 

provisions of the Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972). 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone - 

(i) A Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India. 

(ii) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
State Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention. 

(iii) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing village settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas, 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, except that striedy limited 
conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together with natural growth of the existing local populations, 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(iv) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the State Level Monitoring 
Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation. 

(v) The Zonal Master Plan shall indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic. 

(vi) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and 
approval thereof by the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals are 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction in Forest, Green and Agricultural area. 

(vii) The State Government shall prescribe additional measures, if necessary-, in 
furtherance of the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this 
notification. 
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3 . The following activities are to be regulated in the Eco-sensitive Zone, namety:- 

(a) Construction Activities:- From the boundary of Khol Hi Raitan Wildlife Sanctuary to a 
distance of fifty meters, no new construction of any kind shall be allowed except tube well 
chamber of dimension not more than one thousand cubic inches. 

(b) Trees:- Felling of trees on forest and revenue land shall be subject to the approved 
management plan by the Government or an authority nominated for that purpose. 

(c) Water:- 

(i) Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide agricultural and 
domestic consumption and sale of ground water shall be permitted except with the prior 
approval of the State Ground Water Board. 

(ii) All steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
agriculture. 

(d) Noise pollution:- The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, 
Haryana shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise 
in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(e) Discharge of effluents:- No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 


(f) Solid Wastes:- 

(i) The solid waste disposal shall be carried out as per the provisions of the Municipal Solid 
Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 and the local authorities shall draw up plans 
for the segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and non-biodegradable components. 

(ii) The biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture and the inorganic material may be disposed of in an environmentally acceptable 
manner at a site identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone and burning or incineration of 
solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

4 . Monitoring Committee:- 

(1) Under the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 
Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a committee to be called 
the Monitoring Committee to monitor the compliance with the provisions of this 
notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee shall consist of not more than ten members and the 
Chairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be an eminent person with proven managerial 
or administrative experience and understanding of local issues and the other members shall 
be:- 


(1) Deputy Conservator of Forests (Wild Life), Panchkula as die Member Secretary; 
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(II) A representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of 
India; Member 

(III) one representative of Non-Governmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment (including heritage conservation) to be nominated by the 
Government of India; Member 

(IV) Regional Officer, Haryana State Pollution Control Board, Panchkula; Member 

(V) senior Town Planner of the area; Member 

(3) The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the 
compliance of the provisions of this notification only. 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such activities 
shall be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority (SEIAA), 
which shall be the Competent Authority for grant of such clearances as per the provisions of 
the Environmental Impact Assessment Notification, dated the 14* September 2007. 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may also invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) . The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 31 st 
March of every year to. the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests 
and the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give 
directions to the Monitoring Committee from time to time for effective discharge of the 
functions of the Monitoring Committee.

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NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 3rd June, 2009 

S.O. 1395(E).— WHEREAS, the Bit Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary falls within Shivalik hill 
system and is located at an altitude of about 400 meter above mean sea level and is a part of 
Ghaggar river catchments which is surrounded by forest areas and a few villages. A seasonal 
river named Kaushalya o riginating in the adjoining Himachal area passes through the 
sanctuary which goes dry after the rainy season and the entire area of this sanctuary is made 
up of conglomerates, clay and silt having the characters of alluvial deposits; 

AND WHEREAS, Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary has thick forest and Khair as the 
dominant species of this area and although the larger part of the sanctuary is a natural forest, 
but at places man made plantations of species like Eucalyptus and Teak have also been 
grown and besides fauna, leopard is on the top of hierarchy, other animals are Cheetal or 
Spotted Deer, Sambar, Wild Boar, Rhesus Monkey, Langoor, Hyaena, Jungle Cat, Common 
Mangoose, Indian Fox, Jackal, Porcupine, etc.; 

AND WHEREAS, it is necessary to conserve and protect the area upto five kilometers from 
the boundary of the protected area of Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary as Eco-sensidve 
Zone from ecological and environmental point of view; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government proposes to notify the area up to five 
kilometers from the boundary of the protected area of Birshikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary' 
enclosed within the boundary described below in the State of Haryana as 'Eco Sensitive 
Zone’ (hereinafter called as the Eco Sensitive Zone) in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) read with clause (v) and clause (xiv) of sub - section (2) of section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) and for that purpose hereby publish this 
notification as required under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 
1986, for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft notification shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing 
this notification are made available to the Public; 

Any person interested in making any objections or suggestions on the proposals contained in 
the draft notification may do so in writing for consideration of the Central Government 
within the period so specified through post to the Secretary, Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, Paryavaran Bhawan, CGO Complex, Lodi Road, New Delhi-110003, or 
electronically at e-mail address: envisect@nic.in. 

DRAFT PROPOSALS 

1. Boundaries of Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(i) The said Eco-sensitive Zone is the area upto five kilometers from the boundary of the 
protected area of Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary situated in the Panchkula District of 
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Havana between 30" 42' 00" to 30" 50’ 00" North latitude and between 76" 52' 00" to 77" 03' 
00 East longitude. 

(n) The map of the Eco-sensitive Zone is at Annexure-A and the list of the villages falling 
within five kilometers distance of the boundary of Bir Sbikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary in the 
Eco-sensitrve Zone are as follows: 7

(iii) All activities m the Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary are being governed by the 
provisions of the Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972). 

2 . Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone:- 


(i) A Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India. 

(ii) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
State Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
o catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention. 

(ill) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing village settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas, 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, except that stnedy limited 
conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together with natural growth of the existing local populations, 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(iv) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the State Level Monitoring 

Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation.

(v) The Zonal Master Plan shall indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic. 

(vi) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and 
approval thereof by the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals are 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction in Forest, Green and Agricultural area. 

(vii) The State Government shall prescribe additional measures, if necessary, in 
furtherance of the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this 
notification. 

3. Regulated or restrictive activities in the Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(a) Industrial Units:- 

(I) No new wood based industry shall be set up within two kilometers from the 
boundary of the Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(II) No new polluting industry shall be set up within three kilometers from the 
boundary of the Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(III) No new highly polluting industry shall be set up within five kilometers from the 
boundary of the Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(b) Construction Activities:- 

(I) From the boundary of Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary upto a distance of one 

hundred meters, no construction of any kind shall be allowed except tube well 
chamber of dimension not more than one thousand cubic inches. 

(II) In the area falling between one hundred meters to three hundred meters from 
the boundary of Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary, construction of any building 
more than two storey (twenty five ft) shall not be allowed. 

(c) Quarrying and Mining:- 

(I) Mining up to one kilometer shall not be allowed from the boundary of the 
protected area of Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(II) Crushing activity upto two kilometers shall not be allowed from the boundary of 
the protected area of Bir Shikargarh Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(d) Trees:- Felling of trees on forest and revenue land shall be subject to the approyed 
management plan by the Government or an authority nominated for that purpose. 

(e) Water:- 

(i) Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide agricultural and 
domestic consumption and sale of ground water shall be permitted except with the pnor 

approval of the State Ground Water Board. . 

(ii) All steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
agriculture. 
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(f) Noise pollution:- The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, 
Haryana shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise 
in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 


(g) Discharge of effluents:- No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(h) Solid Wastes:- 

( l ) 1 he solid waste disposal shall be carried out as per the provisions of the Municipal Solid 
Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 and the local authorities shall draw up plans 
for the segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and non-biodegradable components. 

(ii) I he biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
\ enniculture and the inorganic material may be disposed of in an environmentally acceptable 
manner at a site identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone and burning or incineration of 
solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 


4. Monitoring Committee - 

(1) Under the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 

Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a committee to be called 
the Monitoring Committee to monitor the compliance with the provisions of this 
notification. 

(?) The Monitoring Committee shall consist of not more than ten members and the 
( ,hairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be an eminent person with proven managerial 
or administrative experience and understanding of local issues and the other members shall 
be:- 

(I) Deputy Conservator of Forests (Wild life), Panchkula as the Member Secretary; 

(M) a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of 
India; Member 

(III) one representative of Non-Governmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment (including heritage conservation) to be nominated by the 
Government of India; Member 

(IV) Regional Officer, Haryana State Pollution Control Board, Panchkula; Member 

(V) senior Town Planner of the area; Member 

(3) The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the 

compliance of die provisions of this notification only. * 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such activities 
shall be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority (SEIAA), 

which shall be the Competent Authority for grant of such clearances as per the provisions of > 

the Environmental Impact Assessment Notification, dated the 14 ,h September 2007. 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may also invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 
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(6) The Chairman or Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-comphance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) . The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 31 st 
Match of every year to the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests 
and the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment & Forests shall give directions 
to the Monitoring Committee from time to time for effective discharge of die functions of 
the Monitoring Committee.

S.O. 1396(E). — WHEREAS, the Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary is a reserved forest and falls in the 
Rewari district of Haryana and is a part of ‘National Capital Region’ and the area supports a 
good population of Black Bucks, Jackals, Foxes, Monitor Lizards and such other small 
animals; 

AND WHEREAS, it is necessary to conserve and protect the area upto five kilometers from 
the boundary of the protected area of Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary as Eco-sensitive Zone from 
ecological and environmental point of view; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government proposes to notify the area up to five 
kilometers from the boundary of the protected area of Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary enclosed 
within the boundary described below in the State of Haryana as ‘Eco Sensitive Zone’ 
(hereinafter called as the Eco Sensitive Zone) in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) read with clause (v) and clause (xiv) of sub - section (2) of section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) and for that purpose hereby publish this 
notification as required under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 
1986, for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft notification shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing 
this notification are made available to the Public; 

Any person interested in making any objections or suggestions on the proposals contained in 
the draft notification may do so in writing for consideration of the Central Government 
within the period so specified through post to the Secretary, Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, Paryavaran Bhawan, CGO Complex, Lodi Road, New Delhi-110003, or 
electronically at e-mail address: envisect@nic.in. 

DRAFT PROPOSALS 

1. Boundaries of Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(i) The said Eco-sensitive Zone is the area upto five kilometers from the boundary of the 
protected area of Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary situated in the Rewari District of Haryana 
between 28° 20’ 00" to 28° 28’ 00" North latitude and between 76° 21' 00" to 76° 29‘ 00" East 
longitude. 

(ii) The map of the Eco-sensitive Zone is at Annexure-A and the list of the villages falling 
within five kilometers distance of the boundary of Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary in the Eco- 
sensitive Zone are as follows: 

Lilodh, Mamtazpur (jhalera), Bharangi, Lukhi, Gujarwas, Jharoda, Lulah Ahir, Shyamnangar 
(Lulah Jat), Nathera, Kosli, Bhakli, Dhaniya, Jitpra, Sudhrana, Koharar, Nehrugarh (Gamri), 
Surhali, Nahar, Sadatnagar, Judi, Jhal. 
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(ui) All activities in the Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary are being governed by the provisions of the 
Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972), 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zoiie:- 

(?) A Zonal Master Plan for the Eco--sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India, 

(ii) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
State Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention, 

(iii) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing village settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas, 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, except that strictly limited 
conversion ot agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together with natural growth of the existing local populations, 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(1 v > I he Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the State Level Monitoring 

Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation. 

(v) The Zonal Master Plan shall indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic. 

(vi) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco sensitive Zone and 
approval thereof by the Centtal Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals are 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction in Forest, Green and Agricultural area. 

(vu) Ihe State Government shall prescribe additional measures, if necessary, in 
furtherance of the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this 
notification. 

3. Regulated or restrictive activities in ihe Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(a) Industrial Units:- 

(I) No new wood based industry shall be set up within two kilometers from the 
boundary of the Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(II) No new polluting industry shall he set up within ihrec kilometers irons the boundary 
of the Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary. 
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(III) No new highly polluting industry shall be set up within five kilometers from the 
boundary of the Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(b) Construction Activities 

(I) From the boundary of Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary up to a distance of one hundred 
•meters, no new construction of any kind shall be allowed except tube well 
chamber of dimension not more titan one thousand cubic inches. 

(II) In the area falling between one hundred meters to three hundred meters from 
the boundary of Nahar Wildlife Sanctuary, new construction of any building 
more than two storeys (twenty five feet) shall not be allowed. 

(c) Quarrying and Mining:- 

(I) Mining upto five hundred meters shall not be allowed from the boundary of the 
protected area of Kalesar National Park. 

(II) Crushing activity upto two kilometers shall not be allowed from the boundary of 
the protected area of Kalesar National Park. 

(d) Trees:- Felling of trees on forest and revenue land shall be subject to the approved 
management plan by the Government or an authority nominated for that purpose. 

(e) Water- 

(i) Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide agricultural and 
domestic consumption and sale of ground water shall be permitted except with the prior 
approval of the State Ground Water Board. 

(ii) All steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
agriculture. 

(f) Noise pollution:- The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, 
Haryana shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise 
in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(g) Discharge of effluents:- No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(h) Solid Wastes 

(i) The solid waste disposal shall be carried out as per the provisions of the Municipal Solid 
Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 and the local authorities shall draw up plans 
for the segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and non-biodegradable components. 

(ii) The biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture and the inorganic material may be disposed of in an environmentally acceptable 
manner at a site identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone and burning or incineration of 
solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 
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4. Monitoring Committee - 

(!) Coder the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 
Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a committee to be called 
the Monitoring Committee to monitor the compliance with the provisions of this 
noti heat ion. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee shah consist of not more than ten members and die 
Chairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be an eminent person with proven managerial 
or administrative experience and understanding of local issues and the other members shall 
be:- 

(I) Deputy Conservator of Forests (Wild life), Revvari as the Member Secretary; 

(1!) a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of 
India; Member 

(III) one representative of Non-Governmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment (including heritage conservation) .o he nominated by the 
Government of India; Member 

(IV) Regional Officer, SI ary ana State Pollution Control oo.md, Gmgaoo; Member 

(V) senior Town Planner of the area; Member. 

(3) The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be rest net* d to the 
compliance of the provisions of this notification only. 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such activities 
shall be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority (SIT A A), 
which shall be the Competent Authority for grant of such clearances as per the provisions of 
the Environmental Impact Assessment Notification, dated die 14 ?h September 2007 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may also invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to tile 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) .Act, 1986 for non compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) The Monitoring Committee shall submit us annual action taken reports by she 3f 
March of every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests and the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give direr rions to the 
Monitoring Committee from time to time for effective discharge of the functions of the 
Monitoring Committee.

2. Zonal Master Plan for die Eco-sensitive Zone:- 


(i) A Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensidve Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India. 

(ii) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
State Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana* State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention. 

(iji) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate ail the existing village settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas, 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, except that strictly limited 
conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together with natural growth of the existing local populations, 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(iv) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the State Level Monitoring 
Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation, 

(v) The Zonal Master Plan shali indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic. 

(vi) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and 
approval thereof by the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals are 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction in Forest, Green and Agricultural area. 

(vii) The State Government shall prescribe additional measures, if necessary, in 
furtherarice of the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this 
notification. 

3. Regulated or restrictive activities in the Eco-sensitive Zone:- 


(a) Industrial Units:- 

(I) No new wood based industry shall be set up within two kilometers from the 
boundary of the Chhilchhila Wildlife Sanctuary. 
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Q.T) No new polluting industry shall be set up within three kilometers from the boundary 
of the Chhilchhila Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(Ill) No new highly polluting mdustty shall be set up within live kUometers from the 
boundary of the Chhilchhila Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(b) Construction Activities;- 

\U From the boundary of Chhilchhila Wildlife Sanchiarv upto a distance of one 
hundred meters, tmw .construction of any kind shall be allowed except tube 

well chamber of'dimension not more than one thousand cubic inches. 

(H) In the area falling between one hundred meters to three hundred meters from 
the boundary of Chhilchhila Wildlife Sanctuary, new construction of any building 
more than two storeys (twenty five ft) shall not be allowed, 

(e) Quarrying and Mining: - 

F Mining up to one kilometer shall not be allowed from the boundary of the 
protected area of Chhilchhila Wildlife Sanctuary. 

IF Crushing activity upto two kilometers shall not be allowed from the boundary of 
the protected area of Clthilchhila Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(d) Trees:- Felling of trees on forest and revenue land shall be subject to die approved 
management plan by the Government or an authority nominated for that purpose. 

(e) Water:- 

( 1 ) Extraction of ground water shall be permitted onlv for the bona-fide agricultural and 
domestic consumption and sale of ground water shall be permitted except with the odor 
approval of the State Ground Water Board. 

(n) All steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
agriculture. 

(f) Noise pollution:- Fhe Environment Department or the State Forest Department, 
Havana shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise 
in the K.co-sensitive Zone. 

(g) Discharge of effluents:- No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(h) Solid Wastes:- 

(i) 1 he solid waste disposal shall be earned out as per die provisions of the Municipal.Solid 
Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 and the local authorities shall draw up plans 
for the segregation of solid wastes mto biodegradable and non-biodegradable components. 

(ti) Ihe biodegradable materia) may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture and the inorganic matenal may be disposed of in an environmentally acceptable 
manner at a site identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone and burning or incineration of 
Solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco sensitive Zone. 
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(1) Under the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 
Act 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a committee to be called 
the * Monitoring Committee to momtor the compliance with the provisions o. this 

notification. , , 

(2) The Monitoring Committee shall consist of not more than ten mermens an * 

Chairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be an eminent person with proven managerial 
or administrative experience and understanding of local issues and the other members sha 

be:- 


(I) Deputy Conservator of Forests (Wild life), Kurukshetra as the Member 
Secretary; 

(II) a representative of the Ministry* of Environment and Forests, Government o 

India; Member . ., ( 

(III) one representative of Non-Governmental Organizations working in the field ot

NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 3rd June, 2009 

S.O. 1398(E).—WHEREAS, the Abubshaher Wijfflife Sanctuary represents a typical desert eco¬ 
system, bat there is no plant found here which is endemic to this area and is known for its 
open habitat of Black Bucks and due to increasing human activities may force some of them 
leave the area in search of safer habitat; 

AND WHEREAS, it is necessary to conserve and protect the area upto five kilometers from 
the boundary of the protected area of Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary as Eco-sensitive Zone 
from ecological and environmental point of view; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government proposes to notify the area up to five 
kilometers from the boundary of the protected area of Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary 
enclosed within the boundary described below in the State of Haryana as ‘Eco Sensitive 
Zone’ (hereinafter called as the Eco Sensitive Zone) in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) read with clause (v) and clause (xiv) of sub - section (2) of section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) and for that purpose hereby publish this 
notification as required under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 
1986, for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft notification shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing 
this notification are made available to the Public;

DRAFT PROPOSALS 

1. Boundaries of Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(i) The said Eco-sensitive Zone is the area upto five kilometers from the boundary of the 
protected area of Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary situated in Sirsa District of Haryana 
between 29° 42 1 00" to 29° 5T 00" North latitude and between 74° 27 00" to 74° 45' 00" East 
longitude. 

(ii) The map of the Eco-sensitive Zone is at Annexure-A and the list of the villages falling 
within five kilometers distance of the boundary of Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary in the 
Eco-sensitive Zone are as follows: 

Masitan, Maujgarh, Munawall, Garusar, Kaluana, Lohgarh, Shergarh, Lambi, Dhani 
Nanupura, Modi, Govindgarh, Lakhuwana, Ganga Dhani. 
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(iii) All activities in the Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary are being governed by the provisions 
of the Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972). 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitcve Zone:- 

(i) A Zonal Master .Plan for the Eeo-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India. 

(ii) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
State Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention. 

(iii) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing village settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas, 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in die Zonal Master Plan except that strictly limited 
conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together w ith natural growth of the existing local populations, 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(iv) The Zonal Master Plan snail be a reference document for the State Level Monitoring 
Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation. 

(v) 'The Zonal Master Plan shall indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic. 

(vi) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan lot Eco-scnsitive Zone and 
approval thereof by the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals ate 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction in Forest, Green and Agricultural area. 

(vii) The State Government shall prescribe additional measures, ri necessary, in 
furtherance of the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this 
notification. 

3. Regulated or restrictive activities in the Eco-sensitive Zone * 

(a) Industrial Units 

(!) No wood based industry shall be set up within two kilometers from the boundary of 
the Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(IS) No new polluting industry shall be set up within three kilometers from the boundary 
of the Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary- 
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(III) No new higlily polluting industry shall be set up within five kilometers from the 
boundary of the Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(b) Construction Activities:- 

(I) From the boundary of Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary upto a distance of one 
hundred meters, no new construction of any kind shall be allowed except tube 
well chamber of dimension not more than one thousand cubic inches. 

(II) In the area falling between one hundred meters to three hundred meters from 
the boundary of Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary, new construction of any 
building more than two storeys (twenty five feet) shall not be allowed. 

(c) Quarrying and Mining:- 

I. Mining up to one kilometer shall not be allowed from the boundary of the 
protected area of Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary. 

II. Crushing activity upto two kilometers shall not be allowed from the boundary of 
the protected area of Abubshaher Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(d) Trees:- Felling of trees on forest and revenue land shall be subject to the approved 
management plan by the Government or an authority nominated for that purpose. 

(e) Water:- 

(i) Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide agricultural and 
domestic consumption and sale of ground water shall be permitted except with the prior 
approval of the State Ground Water Board. 

(ii) All steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
agriculture. 

(f) Noise pollution:- The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, 
Haryana shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise 
in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(g) Discharge of effluents:- No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and treated effluent shall meet 

.the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(h) Solid Wastes:- 

(i) 'lhe solid waste disposal shall be earned out as per the provisions of the Municipal Solid 
Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 and the local authorities shall draw up plans 
for the segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and non-biodegradable components. 

(ii) The biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermicullure and the inorganic material may be disposed of in an environmentally acceptable 
manner at a site identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone and burning or incineration of 
solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 
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4. Monitoring Committee - 

(1) Under the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 

Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a committee to be called 
the Monitoring Committee to monitor the compliance with the provisions of this 
notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee shall consist of not more than ten members and the 
Chairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be an eminent person with proven managerial 
or administrative experience and understanding of local issues and the other members shall 
bel¬ 
li) Deputy Conservator of Forests (Wild Life), Sirsa as the Member Secretary; 

(II) a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of 
India; Member 

(HI) one representative of Non-Governmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment (including heritage conservation) to be nominated by the 
Government of India; Member 

(IV) Regional Officer, Haryana State Pollution Control Board, Hisar; Member 
(V) senior Town Planner of the area; Member. 

(3) The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the 
compliance of the provisions of this notification only. 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such activities 
shall be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority, which shall 
be the Competent Authority for grant of such clearances as pet the provisions of the 
Environmental Impact Assessment Notification, dated the 14 th September 2007. 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may also invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 31" 
March of every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests and the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give directions to the 
Monitoring Committee from time to time for effective discharge of the functions of the 
Monitoring Committee.

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(i) A Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India. 

(ii) The Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
State Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
of catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention. 

(iii) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing village settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas, 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, except that strictly limited 
conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together with natural growth of the existing local populations, 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(iv) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the State Level Monitoring 
Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation. 

(v) The Zonal Master Plan shall indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic. 

(vi) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-sensitive Zone and 
approval thereof by the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals are 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction in Forest, Green and Agricultural area. 

(vii) The State Government shall prescribe additional measures, if necessary, in 
furtherance of the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this 
notification.

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4. Monitoring Committee:* 

(1) Under the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 

Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a committee to be called 
the Monitoring Committee to monitor, the compliance with the provisions of this 
notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee shall consist of not more than ten members and the 
Chairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be an eminent person with proven managerial 
or administrative experience and understa n di n g of local issues and the other members shall 
be:- 


(1) Deputy Conservator of Forests (Wild Life), Jhajjar as the Member Secretary; 

(II) a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of 
India; Member 

(III) ‘one representative of Non-Governmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment (including heritage conservation) to be nominated by the 
Government of India; Member 

(IV) Regional Officer, Haryana State Pollution Control Board, Bahadurgarh; Member 

(V) senior Town Planner of the area; Member. 

(3) The powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the 
compliance of the provisions of this notification only. 

(4) In case of activities requiring prior permission or environmental clearance, such activities 
shall be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority (SELAA), 
which shall be the Competent Authority for grant of such clearances as per the provisions of 
the Environmental Impact Assessment Notification, dated the 14 th September 2007. 

(5) The Monitoring Committee may also invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist in its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 

(6) The Chairman or Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non-compliance 
of the provisions of this notification. 

(7) The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 3T f March 
of every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests and the Central Government in 
the Ministry of Environment and Forests shall give directions to the Monitoring Committee 
from time to time for effective discharge of the functions of the Monitoring Committee.

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NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 3rd June, 2009 

S.O. 1400(E). WHEREAS, the Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary (about 80 kms from West of 
Delhi) attracts a large number and variety of migratory birds, and situated at a distance of 
about 1.5 km from Bhindawas Wildlife Sanctuary; 

AND WHEREAS, it is necessary to conserve and protect the area upto five kilometers from 
the boundary of the protected area of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary as Eco-sensitive Zone 
from ecological and environmental point of view; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government proposes to notify the area up to five 
kilometers from the boundary of the protected area of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary 
enclosed within the boundary described below in the State of Haryana as ‘Eco Sensitive 
Zone’ (hereinafter called as the Eco Sensitive Zone) in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) read with clause (v) and clause (xiv) of sub - section (2) of section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) and for that purpose hereby publish this 
notification as required under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 
1986, for the information of the public likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft notification shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry 
of a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing 
this notification are made available to the Public; 

Any person interested in making any objections or suggestions on the proposals contained in 
the draft notification may do so in writing for consideration of the Central Government 
within the period so specified through post to the Secretary, Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, Paryavaran Bhawan, CGO Complex, Lodi Road, New Delhi-110003, or 
electronically at e-mail address: envisect@nic.in. 

DRAFT PROPOSALS 
1. Boundaries of Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(i) The said Eco-sensitive Zone is the area upto five kilometers from the boundary of the 
protected area of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary situated in the Jhajjar District of Haryana 
between 28° 30' 00" to 28° 38' 00" North latitude and between 76° 28' 00" to 76° 38’ 00" East 
longitude and the map of the Eco.-sensitive Zone is at Annexure-A and the list of the villages 
falling within five kilometers distance of the boundary of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary in 
the Eco-sensitive Zone are as follows: 

Chhuchhakwas, Marot, Kheri Hosdarpur, Karaudha, Sahahjahanpur, Chadhwana, 
Redhuwas, Mundas, Dhani Islamgarh, Azadnagar, Khaparwas, Bahalgarh, Bambulia, 
Khetawas, Koyalpuri, Bilochpur, Bhindawas, Surajgarh, Nawada. 
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(u) All activities in th^ Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary are being governed by the provisions of 
the Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972). 

2. Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(i) A Zonal Master Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State 
Government within a period of one year from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Official Gazette and submitted for approval to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of India. 

(ii) Ihe Zonal Master Plan shall be prepared with due involvement of all concerned 
State Departments, such as Environment, Forest, Urban Development, Tourism, 
Municipal and Revenue Department and the Haryana State Pollution Control Board 
for integrating environmental and ecological considerations into it and shall provide 
for restoration of denuded areas, conservation of existing water bodies, management 
ot catchment areas, watershed management, groundwater management, soil and 
moisture conservation, needs of local community and such other aspects of the 
ecology and environment that need attention. 

(iii) The Zonal Master Plan shall demarcate all the existing village settlements, types and 
kinds of forests, agricultural areas, fertile lands, green areas, horticultural areas, 
orchards, lakes and other water bodies and change of land use from green uses such 
as orchards, horticulture areas, agriculture parks and others like places to non green 
uses shall be permitted in the Zonal Master Plan, except that strictly limited 
conversion of agricultural lands maybe permitted to meet, the residential needs of the 
existing local residents together with natural growth of the existing local populations, 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 

(iv) The Zonal Master Plan shall be a reference document for the State Level Monitoring 
Committee for any decision to be taken by them including consideration for 
relaxation. 

(v) rhe Zonal Master Plan shall indicate measures and lay down stipulations for 
regulation of traffic. 

(vi) Pending the preparation of the Zonal Master Plan for Eco-scnsitive Zone and 
approval thereof by the Central Government in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, all new constructions shall be allowed only after the proposals are 
scrutinized and approved by the Monitoring Committee as referred to in paragraph 4 
and there shall be no consequential reduction in Forest, Green and Agricultural area. 

(vii) The State Government shall prescribe additional measures, if necessary, in 
furtherance of the objectives and for giving effect to the provisions of this 
notification. 

3. Regulated or restrictive activities in the Eco-scnsitive Zone - 

(a) Industrial Units:- 

I. No new wood based industry; shall be set up within two kilometers from the 
boundary oi the Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary. 

II. No new polluting industry 7 shall be set up within three kilometers from the 
boundary* of the Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary'. 
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III. No new highly polluting industry shall be set up within five kilometers from the 
boundary of the Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(b) Construction Activities:- 

I. From the boundary of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary upto a distance of one 
hundred meters, no new construction of any kind shall be allowed except tube 
well chamber of dimension not more than one thousand cubic inches. 

II. In the area falling between one hundred meters to three hundred meters from 
the boundary of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary, construction of any new building 
more than two storeys (twenty five feet) shall not be allowed. 

III. From the boundary of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary to a distance of five 
hundred meters, laying of new high tension transmission wire shall not be 
allowed. 

(c) Quarrying and Mining:- 

I. Mining up to one kilometer shall not be allowed from the boundary of the 
protected area of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary. 

II. Crushing activity upto two kilometers shall not be allowed from the boundary of 
the protected area of Khaparwas Wildlife Sanctuary. 

(d) Trees:- Felling of trees on forest and revenue land shall be subject to the approved 
management plan by the Government or an authority nominated for that purpose. 

(e) Water:- 

(i) Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide agricultural and 
domestic consumption and sale of ground water shall be permitted except with the prior 
approval of the State Ground Water Board. 

(ii) All steps shall be taken to prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
agriculture. 

(f) Noise pollution:- The Environment Department or the State Forest Department, 
Haryana shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise 
in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(g) Discharge of effluents:- No untreated or industrial effluent shall be permitted to be 
discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone and treated effluent shall meet 
the provisions of die Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

(h) Solid Wastes:- 

(i) The solid waste disposal shall be carried out as per the provisions of the Municipal Solid 
Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 and the local authorities shall draw up plans 
for the segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and non-biodegradable components. 

(ii) The biodegradable material may be recycled preferably through composting or 
vermiculture and the inorganic material may be disposed of in an environmentally acceptable 
manner at a site identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone and burning or incineration of 
solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 
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4. Monitoring Committee - 


(1) Under the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 
Act. 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby constitutes a committee to be called 
die Monitoring Committee to monitor the compliance with the provisions of this 
notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee shall consist of not more than ten members and the 
•Chairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be an eminent person uadi proven managerial 

or administrative experience and understanding of local issues and the other members shall 
be:- 


l Deputy Conservator of Forests (Wild Life), Jhajjar as the Member Secretary; 

II. a representative of the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Government of 
India; Member 

III. one representative oi Non-Governmental Organizations working in the field of 
environment (including heritage conservation) to be nominated by the 
(iovemment of India; Member 

IV. Regional Officer, Haryana State Pollution Control Board, Bahadurgarh; Member 

V. senior Town Planner of the area; Member 


(3) The powers and functions of he Monitoring Committee shall be restricted to the 
compliance of he provisions of this notification only. 

(4) In case of activities requiring pnor permission or environmental clearance, such activities 
shall be referred to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment Authority (SEIAA), 
which hall be the Competent Authority for grant of such clearances as per the provisions of 
he Environmental Impact Assessment Notification, dated the 14 th September 2007, 

(5) 'The Monitoring Committee may also invite representatives or experts from concerned 
Departments or Associations to assist m its deliberations depending on the requirements on 
issue to issue basis. 


(6) The Chairman or Member Secretary of Monitoring Committee shall be competent to file 
complaints under section 19 of he Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 for non compliance 
of the provisions of his notification. 

(/). The Monitoring Committee shall submit its annual action taken reports by the 3T' 
March of every year to the Ministry of Environment and Forests and the Central 
Government in he Ministry' of Environment and Forests shall give its directions to the 
Monitoring Committee fiom time to time for effective discharge of the functions of he 
Monitoring Committee.
